James F. Legate, of Kansas, who has 
been brought into such prominence by 
his connection with the St. John mat- 
ter, has long been a manipulator in 
Kansas politics. He drifted into Kan- 
sas from Massachusetts in the troublous 
times prior to 1860, and immediately 
took sides with Jim Lane, Pomeroy, 
Jennison, and others, in making Kansas 


a free State. During a part of the war 


he had a commission in the Provost 
Marshal's department, and afterwards 
developed into an active worker in 
State politics. During the impeach- 
ment trial of President Jobn- 
soi he made himself notorious 
by offering to sell Senator Pomeroy’s 
vote against impeachment for $100,000, 
but his offer was refused, the impeach- 
ment failed and Pomeroy voted for im- 
peachment. In 1871 he was active in 


helping to elect Alexander Caldwell 


United States Senator, and was an im- 
portant witness in the investigation 
which followed, that caused the resig- 
Prior to the resig- 
nation of Caldwell, and as a reward for 


_ Legate’s services, he was appointed 


Governor of Washington Territory and 
confirmed. Within the three days al- 
lowed, Senator Sumner in ex- 
ecutive session exposed his im- 
peachment record, moved a recon- 
sideration, and the appointment was 
rejected. This was a terrible 
blow te Legate, as he openly confessed 
his intention of settling in Washington 
Territory, commencing political life 
anew and making a fight for United 
States Senator when the Territory should 
become a State. In January, 1883, he 
ably assisted Rev. I. S. Kalloch, now of 
San Francisco, in the fight to return 
Pomeroy to the Senate, but the
